| Suppression of the Liquor Traffic 
to be Voted on July 
21st, 1915 

Whereas it is expedient to suppress 
the liquor traffic in Alberta by prohib- 
iting provincial transactions in liquor, 

Therefore, his majesty, by and wits

Guard Against Disease 
Before any cow is purchased have 
her tested for tuberculosis by a re- 
liable veterinarian. If she reacts to 
the test showing she has the disease 
in her system she ghould be rejected. 


In order to keep this disease from 


getting ‘a start in a herd, the owner 
shouli have his cows tested every 
year. In many cases, before it is 
known to the owner, a whole herd 
may become diseased while if at- 
tended to in time there need be little 
loss from this disease. 

It is more difficult to guard against 
contagious abortion. Do not take the 
owner’s word for granted that the 
cow is free from this disease. Careful 
inquiry into the performance of the 
herd from which the cow comes will 
give some light on the question.

Too often in the past the whole- 
salers and retailers of Canada have 
openly opposed the ‘Made-in-Canada” 
movement. Where they have not op- 
posed it they have damned it with 
faint praise. Their motives in so 
doing are purely selfish. Very often 
to secure a share of Canada’s trade 
the foreign manufacturer quotes par- 
ticularly attractive prices ‘to the 
dealer, prices which enable’ both 
wholesaler and retailer to extract a 
greater profit than usual from the sale 
of these’ goods. The foreign manu. 
facturer js able to do this because the 
Canadian market is only a small part 
of his total market, and he can easily 
sell at a low profit or even at cost, 
in other words “dump” in_ this 
small market in order to secure con- 
trol of the trade, whereas the Can- 
adian manufacturer, for whom Canada 
is the whole market, cannot afford 
to do business at a loss to meet the 
foreigner'’s prices. This explains in 
great measure why whglesaler and 
retailer ‘have not got behind the 
“Made-in-Canada” movement until 
very recently. 

The Toronto “Globe,” in an article 
on the “Made-in-Canada” question the 
other day, explains the reason for the 
“Made-in-Canada” campaign going 
direct ‘to the people on this ground. 
Under the heading, ‘Home Production 
or Bankruptcy,” the “Globe” says: 

“The people in the end can force 
the storekeeper or the dealer to give 
them the Canadian-made article, But 
he should see, especially in the light 
of present conditions, why he should 
encourage home _ production without 
being forced to do co. ‘ ‘nce the war 
broke out our exports as well as our 
imports have decreased with serious 
rapidity, and the only alternatives 
that confront Canada, in the face of 
such critical trade conditions, ale in 
creased productior at home and a 
larger volume of business in the home 
markets, or bankruptcy... If Canadian 
made goods are not sold in greater 
volume the merchant and the whole- 
sale dealer must inevitably suffer, 
simply because a very large number 
of their present customers, people who 
work in.factories and in offices de 
pendent on factories, will be forced 
out of employment. Furthermore, 
regarded from a national point of 
view, the ‘Made-in-Canada’ move 
ment, which means increased pro 


‘duction. in_all departments at home, 
‘fs the way method of raisifig the on 
hundred and fifty millions of interest 
which is due each year on the coun 
try’s indebtedness.

The proposed liquor act of the 
province of ‘Alberta does not pur- 


port to prevent the use of intoxicat- 
ing liquor, but only its abuse. (As it 
is believed that the abuse of liquor 
largely arises’ from and through the 
liquor traffic, the proposed law is 
directed against the traffic rather 
than against the liquor. It is a mat- 
ter of fact an attempt to crystalize 
into law the slogan “Abolish the 
bar.” In this it differs radically 
from some other forms of probibi- 
tion, and by doing so leaves foom 
possibly 


for misunderstanding or 
misrepresentations based on the as- 
sumption that its ideal and purpose 


are the same. 

The proposed “liquor act” does not 
presume to interfere with the right 
of the citiizen to drink what he 
pleases in his own house, or to give 
to his friends while there. But it 
declares and providés that liquor 
shall not be sold in Alberta except 
iby certain persons under definite 


~N 


conditions, for definite purposes, 
which do not include its use as a 
beverage. 

In order that control of sale may 
be maintained the right of sale with- 
jin the province is only allowed sal- 
ried vendors appointed by the Lieu- 
| tenant-governordin-council, and these 
may only sell; Alcohol for mechani- 
jcal or scientific purposes, on affidav- 
it of the purchaser as to what it is 
to be used for. Other intoxicating 
liquor may be sold to druggists, phy- 
sicians, dentists and veterinaries up- 
jon affidavit as to the purpose for 
which it is to be used. And wine 
;may be sold to ministers of the gos- 
pel for sacramental purposes upon 
written request stating the purpose. 

Violation of this provision by the 
vendor brings him a fine of two to 
five hundred dollars for the first of- 
/fence, and forfeiture of his right. A 
druggist who sells liquor as a bever- 
age even on prescription, is Hable 
to $200 fine for the first offence and 
for a second offence to imprison- 
ment for from four to six months and 
for the loss of his right to sell for 
one year, ff a physician, dentist, or 
veterimary sells liquor except in the 





proper practice of his profession he| 


becomes liable to a fine of $50 to 
$100 for the first offence, for a sec- 
ond offence to a fine of $200 to $500, 
and for althird offence to imprison- 
ment for fro mthree to six months, 
without the option of a fine. ‘No 
person is allowed to have liquor in his 
possession elsewhere than in his pri- 
vate house except as authorized by hte 
act, subject to the penalties above 
stated. 

In case of prosecutions under the 
act a conviction by the 
is final; except that a vendor or 
druggist may appeal to the district 
court judge. If an order of dismissal 
is made by a magistrate the case may 
be appealed to the judge of the dis- 
trict court. (A. prosecutor may ap- 
peal to the supreme court of Alberta 
from the decision of the district 
court. judge. ‘All fines levied under 
the ‘act go to the general revenue 
fund of the province, 

There are two conditions involved 
in the act which are especially made 
the subject of adverse criticism, and 
from opposite angles in each case, The 
first is that intoxicants made ia the 
provinee—and beer is made in large 


magistrate | 


quantities—cannot be sold in the 
province. The second, that liquor for 
private use must ‘be purchaséd out- 
side the province. 

Both are unavoidable if the pur- 
pose of the law—the restriction ef 
the traffic—is to be attained. The 
brewery is absolutely and soley un- 
der control of the Dominion govern- 
ment, so that. the province carnot 
stop the ‘manufacture of its preduct 
within the province any more than 
jit can stop its sale outside the pro- 
vince. 

Having in view the purpose ef the 
‘act to stop the traffic in imtexicat- 
ing liquor—there is every reason for 
believing that its terms are apt for 
the purpose, and that it is entitled 
to the support of those who believe 
that the liquor traffic-should be abol- 
ished, ‘No doubt there are difficul- 
‘ties in the way of its enforcement; 
no law was ever drafted for the good 
of mankind of which the same could 


not be said. Ne doubt other diffi- 
culties will arise should it become 





law. But as it stands it is a strong 
attempt to meet one of the great 
problems of the age.

Business Conditions 
in Dry Russia ~ 





The American Consul at Petrograd 
has furnished most astounding figures 
regarding the deeposits in the Sav- 
ings banks of Russia since the sale 
of liquor has been prohibited. The 
figures are as follows: i : 

In the year 1913 (wet), there were 
deposited in the Russian savings 
banks: funds equalling $17,510,000, in 
American money. 


In the year 1914, during five months 
of which Russia was suffering a ter- 
rific war but had lifted from her peo- 
ple the burden of the liquor traffic, 
those deposits amounted to $43,260,- 
000. (Seven months wet—five months 
dry.) 

In the’ month of December, 1913; 
(wet), the savings bank deposits of 
Russia were $361,000 only, 

In the month of December, 1914 
(dry), the deposits amounted to $14,- 
987,000.

the significance or the impartance of 
reverses brought about by them. 

It was always assumed that the 
submarine would prove invaluable as 
a defensive weapon in its own waters. 
Yet this is exactly where the opera- 
tions of the present war have not 
yet demonstrated its value. It has 
not been able to prevent hostile ves- 
sels from appearing off its own 
coasts and operating in those waters, 
Not yet, so far as we know,*has any 
vessel been torpedoed by a defending 
submarine in the vicinity of her own 
ports where the enemy: ship was man- 
oeuvring for the purpose of a recom- 
naisance or a raid. High speed has 
always in such cases peen the answer 
to the submarine. Z ‘ 

It is in the waters away from its 
own coasts that the submarine has 
scored its greatest successes. It has 
shown that it can travel long dis- 
tances and can find its quarry in the 
waters of the enemy. This it has 
been able to do, apparently, quite in- 
dependently of parent craft, and in 
spite of many obstacles. It has been 
sometimés assumed that a nearby 
base was necessary for the replenish- 
ment of ammunition, fuel or food or 
that from some outside source it must 
obtain these supplies. The, later 
achievements of the submarines seem 
to show, however, that they can re- 
main away from their base for very 
long periods, certainly for three weeks 
and perhaps for a month at a time. 
It is not only that the range of action 
runs to sometning like 3,000 miles, 
but by remaining at the bottom of the 
sea during daytime the experienced 
officer can husband his resources and 
lengthen the pe~iod over which the 
mobility of the submarine lasts. By 
coming up at night he can obtain air, 
water can be condensed and, as the 
records of arctic exploration prove, 
food for a month for 20 men can be 
carried in a very small compass. He 
can remain under . water fom some- 
thing like 24 hours. Thus, the submar- 
ine, having arrived in hostile waters, 
can watch for a convenient oppor- 
tunity to perform its work.—London 
Times.

The core of. the ingot 
is led away, leaving a shell and 
walls of which are about three-fourths 
of an inch thick. Thé shell is then 
placed on the turret lathe, where it is 
turned down to required size and 
shape. The interior of the bore is 
then threaded at one end “o receive 
the gun metal conical head, which is 
pierced to receive the exploding fuse. 
A copper band is foreed on the other 
end of the shell by the heavy press. 
This band engages the rifliig of the 
gun when it is fired and gives the 
shell the necessary spin. 

The material from Which the shells 
aré made is the toughest steel, yet 
it is drilled and shaped up by the 
great machine built for the purpose 
witheut noise, and no apparent ef- 
fort. . The oper:.tor touches the han- 
dle, and down comes the press, mighty, 
‘irresistible, cutting out the core of 
the tough steel ingot as though it were 
only cheese. The shaping, threading 
and Seehing are done with equal ease 
and dispatch. - 






















Shell making fs a matter of rigid 
accuracy and acerus care. Guages 
are used of the most exacting ‘natura, 
and no lattitude“is allwed in the mat- 
ter of weight or dimensions, only one- 
thousandth part of an inch being al- 
lowed for the pore of the shell, This 
is necessary from the fact that 
the quality of lyddite or other explos- 
ive with which the shell is loaded 
must be absolutely accurate and ident- 
ical in all shells, as the -ange and ac- 
curacy of the gunfire in action, de- 
pends in the shell. Officials of the 
British government are permanently 
on the premises and each shell is in- 
spected as it is taken from the mach- 
ines, and the shells are only accepted 
and paid for when the official approv- 
al is stamped upon the finished shell. 

Shells, of course, differ according 
to the service they have to per- 
form. Some, for instance, have 
hardened steel heads. fo armor- 
piercing purposes, others aré intended 


to burst and spread death by bullets 
as well as jagged fragments. 

It is essential _that - there should 
be no roughness within the shells, 
and they are as smooth and polished 
inside as out; and to keep them 
from rust and corrosion the inside is 
varnished before they are sent away 
to Woolwich

Crimes Unmatched In Three Cen- 


turies of War 

“Murder, lust and pillage prevailed 
Over many parts of Belgium on a 
scale unparalleled in any war between 
civilized” nations during the last three 
centuries. In this sentence is em- 
bodied a damning indictment of the 
German troops which have overrun

On board his yacht in the Baltic 
on July 1, after learning of the as- 
sassination of Grand Duke Ferdinand 
the Kaiser seemed meditative, im- 
perturbable. ‘This may be the last 
holiday I shall enjoy for a long 
time,” he .said to the writer. “Who 
knows what. the next month may 
bring us? Sometimes the necessity 
arises for a nation to assert itself, if 
only because she feels that other. 
wise others may do it to her disad- 
vantage.”

To 
call for food as a patriotic contribu- 
tion is perhaps the most difficult of 
allgto understand. What is the first 
thihg needed? Instruction, education, 
the placing of the full facts before the 
people. Wat, you gay, do they realty 
Leed to be told what is needed? My 
answer to that is, there is just as 
much need for information for the 
people as to the material needs of the 
empire as to have clearly set before 
them the need for men to serve. Fur- 
ther, it is the duty of the governments 
to see that full and correct informa- 
tion as to food conditions cf the allies 
and of the enemy be given to the peo- 
ple. What would have been said if no 
such action had been taken? Surely 
no apology, no explanation need- be 
given for a campaign to give the peo- 
ple the fullect and most reliable in- 
formation along this line.

Homestead Proxies 
Are Restricted 


Department of the Interior Takes 
Steps to Curtail Practice 

An important notice has just been 
issued in circular form by the depart- 
ment of the interior affecting the fil- 
ing by proxy upon homestead land 
and later abandoning the claim in 
favor of relatives. The custom is be- 
ing brought under more severe regu- 
lation, as the following letter, ad- 
dressed to Dominion lands agents and 
inspectors, would indicate; 

“Hitherto it _has been the practice 
to allow a settler who holds a proxy 
entry for @ homestead to -abandon 
such homest-ad in favor of certain 
relatives, provided such abandonment 
is received by the agent for the dis- 
trict in which the land is situated be- 
fore six months have elapsed from the 
time the entry was made, notwith- 
standing that the entrant had not fur- 
nished proof that such entry had been. 
perfected. 

“TI am now to inform you that it 
has been decided to change this prac- 
tice, and in future an abandonment 
in favor of a relative, executed by a 
settler, who holds a proxy entry will 
only be accepted provided the en- 
trant has appeared before the agent 
for the district and has fyled the us-

Would the Direct “Taxation of Land 
Produce the Country's Revenue 
Requiremets? 


Much criticism of the increase in 
the customs tariff of 6% and 7%%, and 
particularly of the application of 
these duties to goods formerly free, 
have been expressed on the platform 
ahd in the press during recent months. 

Those who oppose the Government's 
revenue raising measures offer as an 
alternative a direct tax on land. The 
supporters of interested land taxation 
are. apparently unmeved by the re- 
cent statement of the Hon. Mr, White 
that for months past municipalities 
have been asking the Finance Depart- 
ment to secure them credit at the 
banks because they could not collect 
their arrears of taxes imposed on the 
property within their jurisdiction. 
They also-seem to ignore the special 
legislation now being enacted in 
Various provinces to suspend principal 
payments on property because of the 
{multitude of owners who can do no 
imore than pay interest and taxes. 
| The greatest support to the direct 
land tax theory comes from the Wes- 
‘tern provinces, where it has been put 
\into’effect in the form of a provincial 
tax amounting to $10 per quarter sec- 
tion on uncultivated lands owned by 
non-residents in the Province of Sas- 
katchewan, and a. provincial tax of 
ten mills on the assessed value of all
